"It is important also to state in this 


connection that the Volstead act went 
too far," he said, "and that reaction 
has set in against it, so that the fed- 
eral government has utterly failed 'to 
enforce it." 


Terming the act "an espionage law, 


which provides for spying 
on the 


home and family life," fie said. "Sen- 
ator La Follette was conscious of the 
unreasonableness of the Volstead act 
when he voted against it."

X. M., with a 
primitive machine he calls "the poor 
man's concentrator". But he is re- 
upted to have mined on a vast scale 
at various times In his life and to have 
made at least six big mineral strikes 
and spent as many fortunes. 


For instance; in 1906-1907, when an 


epidemic of influenza struck this part 
of the country, Taylor is credited 
with having bought 155 coffins and 
paid the funeral expenses of as many 
of the poor of his community. 


Early in the seventies an Indian 


friend told young Taylor he could 
lead him to "heap much gold". They 
outfitted and penetrated the wild San 
Matillo mountains country. Finally 
they reached a spot from where the 
redskin pointed to 'a streak of red 
earth much like brick dust grunted 
and grunted dramatically: 


"Here heap much gold!" 


LOST GOLD'S LOCATION 


Taylor was disappointed to see no 


trace of gold In it. He was then ig- 
norant of metallurgy. However, he 
wrapped some- of the stuff in a hand- 
kerchief and threw it into one of his 
pack bags. They returned to Silver 
City, N. M.

One day months later Taylor was 


cleaning his -bags and found some of 
the red dust. Idly rubbing it between 
his palms he suddenly noticed many 
particles of fine gold appearing as 
the coarser grains broke away. He 
went to an assayer 
to learn 
that 


the dust tested S2.100 gold to the 
ton. 


In the meantime his Indian guide 


had died. And for 50 years Taylor 
has failed to relocate the treasure spot 
again.

Been Big Business Boom 


Babson Park, Massachusetts — In 


view of the recent violent discussions 
which took place at the recent Nation- 
al Business Conference held here, Rog- 
er W. Babson was today asked for a 
definite statement on the installment 
business. In connection therewith the 
following questions were asked him— 
What has been the effect of the in- 
stalment plan on general business? 
Can the instalment 
business 
bring 


about a business depression? What are 
the objections to the instalment busi- 
ness? 


"Without 
doubt the good business

which this country has enjoyed the 
past two or three years has been 
greatly helped by instalment selling. 
Instalment selling has made possible 
a new form of credit. Individuals and 
families who have been unable to re- 
ceive open account credit are now able 
to enjoy instalment credit. This instal- 
ment credit has been as much of a 
factor in retail trade as the nation's 
entire exports have been in wholesale 
trade. Although the statistics on in- 
stalment selling do not indicate a large 
figure, yet it must be. remembered that 
an increase or decrease of 10 per cent 
is a tremendous business factor. 


"Our foreign trade when at its high- 


est figure amounts to only about 7 
per cent of the total of business of the 
country, while in the worst panics. less 
than 15 per cent of all wage workers 
are out of employment. If New York 
consumes one hundred carloads of po- 
tatoes a day. a shortage of five cars 
will send up the' price of the entire 
one hundred; while a surplus of five 
cars will bring down the price of all 
the carloads. Instalment selling has 
stimulated business. Even although it 
has had a tendency to oversell the 
consumer, it surely has been a great 
benefit thus far to business as a whole. 
Instalment selling has 'put business 
over' the past few years. 


WHAT STATISTICS SHOW' 


"It is estimated that retail sales in 


1S25 totaled $40.000,000.00-0 of which 
about $3,000,000,000 consisted of instal- 
ment sales. Of this $3,000.000,000, ?!,- 
500,000,000 was advanced on automo- 
biles alone. Although these figures 
show the instalment 
business to be 


less than 10 per cent of the total busi- 
ness, the injection of this $3,000,000,000 
has had a tremendous effect on speed- 
ing up all retail sales. It has been a 
great stimulant to business which 
would have been surely missed other- 
wise. 


"However, it must be remembered 


that a stimulant is always a stimu- 
lant and in order to be effective 
it 


must be served in constantly increas- 
ing doses. This especially applies to 
the 
greater the 
amount 
of instalment 


business, the greater the amount of 
ready cash must be used in paying up 
previous instalments 
and ' a lesser 


amount of cash is available for new 
purchases. Retail sales unfortunately, 
quickly adjust themselves to the in- 
stalment business the same as any 
person becomes accustomed to the use 
of a drug. This means that for the in- 
stalment business to benefit general 
business in the future, it must con- 
tinue to increase as one must increase 
the doses of a drug in order to enjoy 
its continued .effect. 


BUSINESS DEPRESSIONS 


"I am sorry that instalment selling 


has developed so generally. I feel that 
it is dangerous and sooner or later will 
give us trouble. On the other hand, it 
must be generally recognized that it 
would be a very bad thing for the 
business • situation to have instalment 
purchasing stop at this 
time. Any 


such attempt 
would surely 
bring 


about a panic and business depression. 
It would be like suddenly drawing a 
needed stimulant away from a sick pa- 
tient. Now that we have started in- 
stalment selling, we must continue it 
or at least contract it very gradually. 


"I go further and say that there is 


nothing in instalment selling per se to 
bring about a business 
depression. 


The business commodity has adjusted 
itself to instalment selling and its con- 
tinuation on the present basis should 
have no direct effect toward bringing 
about a business depression. Business 
depressions are primarily caused by 
the weather, the desires of people, the 
public health and new inventions or 
new developments. After business has 
adjusted 
itself 
to anything; 
any 


change is apt to cause trouble. There- 
fore, although I am sorry that the in- 
stalment business has started, I would 
be the last one to stop it at this time. 


WHY IS IT DANGEROUS? 


"If the above is the case, then the 


question immediately arises, what ob- 
jection have bankers and others to in- 
stalment buying? The objection is as 
follows: 
In previous depressions the 


only debtors were a. small group of 
manufacturers and merchants who be- 
came overextended. This was probably 
less than 5 per cent of the commun- 
ty. Others have suffered in business 
depressions only through unemploy- 
ment. Thus previous depressions have 
iroused no strong feelings or antagon- 
sm by the taking away of property 
from the masses. Today, under the in- 
stalment system things are entirely 
different. 


"When the next depression comes, 


nstead of only 5.per cent of the peo- 
ple owing on their property, 30 per 
cent will bo owing on their property. 
Mthough the total money involved is 
not very large, the total number of 
people involved is large. When such 


great number of people have pres- 


sure put upon them and have property 
aken away from, them a very rcsent- 
ul feeling is generated. It is not de- 
pressions, but rather revolution which 
nstalmcnt 
selling' may hasten. Of 


ourse, this is offset in part by labor 
eaders taking an active stand against 
nstalment purchasing 
as they fear 


vago workers are less likely to be wili- 
ng to strike when they owe a large 
.mount to the instalment houses. But, 
although instalment buying may tend 
o dam the stream and postpone trou- 
>Ie, docs not this mean that it may 
>e all the greater when it comes? 


STATISTICS NEEDED 


"However, my rurpose is not to op- 


pose or encourage 


I , business. It is here 


istics relative to the finance companies 
doing instalment business. At the pres- 
ent time we have splendid report.1' on 
our banks, but no statistics on these 
finance companies which are doing far 
more dangerous business than are the 
banks doing. These statistics should be 
available. Instalment companies may 
be in a splendid condition, but no one 
knows whether they are, or whether 
they are not. The publication of facts 
never did any harm and usually does 
good. Therefore, no matter how we 
may feel on the instalment situation, 
we should get the figures. 


"It has been commonly supposed 


that buying on the instalment plan 
has increased greatly during recent 
years and that it is increasing at a 
rapid .rate, but this is not so. Instal- 
ment selling, in all trades, has in- 
creased only 7 per cent between 1923 
and 1925. Furthermore, with 25 per 
cent paid down and the balance paid 
within a year this form of credit has 
real uses. Surely this is a factor In 
the Babsonchart still being 15 per cent 
above normal.

WHAT TO SIFT THE EVIDENCE WITH 


A hospital clerk says • he believes* in all my 


'theories" concerning drafts, wet, cold, little cloth- 
ng, etc., but is puzzled as to whether these or other 
forms of socalled exposure may give a healthy per- 
son or a person who believes himself healthy a 
hca&cftc, neuralgia, stiffness or muscles, o- an}- 
such unpleasant temporary trouble. He agrees with 
me that these factors do not cause cri. or any res- 
piratory disease, but he suspects that careless ex- 
posure to a draft, wet, or anything like that may 
rive one lame, sore stiff, or tired muscles and a 
general 
feeling of fatigue which he would call 


sickness, whatever name I may please to apply to it. 


Right while I was reading this correspondent's 


nteresting letter I sat with my back toward an open 
vindow. and a strong, damp and rather chilly draft 
blew rather forcefully across my shoulders and neck. 
\n hour or two later I had a cervical crick, if you 
enow what I mean. A crick is a cramp or painful 
spasm of a muscles or muscles. But shucks, it 
cleared away in a day or two, and the dreadful 
doubt which the coincidence raised in my mind 
cleureu away in an hour or two.

evidence, empirical evidence, lias some weight, but 
ve should beware of drawing final conclusions from 


It may be quite true that such emporary dis- 


comfort as the correspondent describes is sometimes 
produced by a cold draft or similar "exposure." We 
enow that muscle lameness or soreness it, often 
aused in that way. I have endeavored to explain 
hat fact repeatedly. But granting all this, we must 
not lose sight of the important consideration that 
uch discomfort is not a serious or dangerous ill- 
ness and cannot seriously disturb the welfare of 
he family or community. Call the lame muscles or 
other discomfort a "cold" if you like; it would be 
reasonable enough to apply that term to such a 
ondition. But so long as this same term is applied 
o all sorts of real diseases, serious -diseases, Uis- 
•ases which most vitally affect the welfare of the 
amily and the community, I maintain it is-sh;inie- 
ul and criminal to use the term to mask what ails 
a person. 


Right here, as.a rule, arises that familiar argu- 


ment about such exposure "lowering resistance," so 
hat the victim becomes easy prey for any germs 
le may happen to carry in his own nose or throat 
ir pick up from the casual conversation, coughs or 
meezes of people he happens to encounter at the 
right moment. The only trouble with this argument 
s that it is wholly theoretical, and no scientific 
vidence has been brought forward to warrant the 
notion that even the most severe exposure in any 
degree diminishes one's immunity. The "Old time 
ihysicians and the -present day health authorities 
lave tried hard enough to procure such evidence. 
Their efforts, 
experiments and researches in this 


lirection have invariably met with failure. Worse, 
he evidence rather sjtjggests that even severe and 
ixcessive exposure to cold or wet or both, under 
:onditions scarcely if ever experienced by civilized 
man? tends to increase 
one's natural 
immunity 


against the respiratory diseases. But it is unfair 
or us to sift the evidence after the exponents of 
he "cold" phobia have searched it and found it un- 
productive.

Washington, D. C.—Did Jack Demp 


sey lose 
the world's 
heavyweight 


championship because he had had his 
nose remodeled? 
At the time the 


famous pugilist sought the surgeon's 
lid in transforming a battered pro- 
joscis into the straight and beautiful 
"eature that is supposed to adorn, a 
Greek god or a screen idol, the pos- 
sibility of its affecting him as a fight- 
er was widely discussed. Predictions 
were made that Dempsey'would never 
appear in the ring again, or timt if 
he did it would be found that he was 
no longer of championship calibre. 


The idea back of these predictions 
as that the mere desire to have his 


nose repaired 
indicated a 
radical 


change in Dempsoy's temperament, 
and that, having had the operation 
performed he would' never - be able 
;o fight again without'worrying over 
the possibility of 
getting his nose 


wrecked once more. No man can be 


real scrapper who has begun to 


:hink about his manly beauty, said 
the psychologists; no man can put 
over the winning punch if ho is con- 
sciously or unconsciously more ess.-, 
cerned 
about preserving his own 


features than about battering his op- 
ponent's beyond recognition. 


"Whatever of merit there may have 


been in this theorizing, it is a fact 
that it took a long time to induce 
Dempsey to defend his title and that 
when he did enter the-squared circle 
again he wag anything but the fight- 
er who defeated "Willard, Carpentier, 
Firpo, and Gibbons. The first thing 
noted by the experts at the-ringside 
was that Dempsey did not rush into 
the fray in his old berserker fashion, 
utterly reckless of what might happen 
to him in the wap of punishment and 
intent only on pounding the other 
fellow to a pulp. 


Then it was observed that his blows 


had lost much of their oldtime de- 
vastating effect, 
and that he was 


clinching frequently and covering up 
to avoid punishment. This last was 
something (entirely foreign to Demp- 
sey's former fighting methods. 


It is also a fact that the first blow 


which Gene Tunney delivered was a 
wicked, raking jab at Dempsey's nose, 
and it landed where it was aimed. 
Thereafter tho record of what Tunney 
was doing was largely 3 monotonous 
repetition of the terse tale of a right 
or i left to the face. Apparently the 
challenger 
had the idea 
that the 


champion might be worrying about 
his features and that it was good 
fighting for him to do his utmost to 
see that Dempsey really had some- 
thing to worry about in that connec- 
tion. At any rate, when the fight 
was over Dempsey's face was a bruis- 
ed, battered, swollen caricature 
of 


what it had been, and the nose was 
very much in need of repair again 


However, surgeons whose experi- 


ence in such matters entitled them 
to speak with authority say that the 
effect of the operation on Dempsey's 
nose may have been not only psycho- 
logical, but actually physically harm- 
ful, and the case is being cited to il- 
lustrate the very present danger at- 
tendant upon such 
experiments in 


plastic surgery. Women who are dis- 
posed to entrust themselves to so- 
called beauty surgqons or doctors for 
almost any kind of an operation—• 
front removing wrinkles and lifting 
the face to eliminating a double chin 
or removing layers of fat around the 
waist—arc being warned to go slow.. 


In sort, the experts who know the 


most about surgery of that sort say 
that such operations should, he under- 
gone only, in cases of' necessity, and 
then only with'the consent of a. phy- 
sician who will. take Into considera- 
tion every factor of the 
patient's 


health and physical condition. Need- 
less to say, too, it is emphasized -that 
such operations should b« performed 
only by a real surgeon who is a spe- 
cialist in that line. 


The after affects of even tho sim- 


plest of such operations may be seri- 
ous, it is saifl, and it has been found 
in numerous cases that the, results 
positively, distressing, even though no 
harm was done. 


Hence the real plastic surgeon is 


first of all a consultant. He advises 
as to the need of the operation and as 
to the likelihood of its affecting tho 
desired end, and will not perform, it 
unless he is convinced of its necessity 
and that it will be justifiably success- 
ful. 
For example, if a man has a pair 


of over-large ears that stick out from 
his head like those of the comic sup- 
plement Yellow Kid, he may want 
them reduced in size and pinned back, 
so to speak, i There is no real need for 
the operation, for large, floppy ears 
function just as well as the most 
pulchritudinous ones, but if tho de- 
formity 1«i so pronounced as to have 
a mental affect upon the man, the 
surgeon may agree that an operation 
is justified. Then if he finds that it 
will likely bring about worth while 
results he will undertake it. 


The beauty surgeon, on the other 


hand, as a rule works primarily on a 
commercial basis. 
He will operate 


on any sot of ears that the wearer 
regards as unsatisfactory, and with 
little regard to the prospect for real 
improvement in tho deformity or its 
complete correction.

It can be done. Hospital records*

Nevers Favors Change WhiCff 


Makes Team Kick from 20- 
yd Line on 1st Play

The "take-a-chance" style of play 


is far more 
interesting in football 


than "safety-first" methods. 


That is one reason why. I am glad 


the new rule, relative to the forward 
pass will not, in my opinion, curb 
that style of play. 


It would have been a, mistake, I 


think, had the rule-makers worked 
out some provision that would have 
curtailed the use of football's most 
thrilling play. 


On the other hand, I feel that the 


rule which now governs the making 
of a safety is a distinct improvement 
over the old provision. 
^The reason: it will do away with 
some of the "safety-first" 
methods 


that marred several big games last 
year. 


I have in mind the' "gift safety," 


a play often resorted to last year as 
a time-killer and, incidentally, to keep 
tho opposition from getting the ball, 
thereby preventing it from starting 
an offensive. 


The intentional pass is one of the 


most disliked plays in baseball. It is 
jeered every time it is put on. 


The gift safety in football has been 


in as much disfavor as the intentional 
pass in baseball.

value of such a play as a time-killer,
